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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1. Claims 1-78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1: in line 1 "An" should be "A", the (n-1) multipliers of line 3 and the n-th 
multiplier of line 5 fail to be clearly related to the n multipliers of line 2 and the "wherein" 
phrase of the last 4 lines are the recitation of function without the recitation of the steps that are 
necessary to perform the function. Similarly note claims 2, 3, 5 and 7. Where are the "pre-filter' : 
and "equalizer", e.g. note claim 2, lines 12 and 13, shown in the drawings? In claim 7 the 
phrases "the extreme value point of the amplitude characteristic of the frequency", lines 14-15, 
"the amplitude characteristic obtained from the interpolation polynomial equation", lines 17-18 
and "the required range", lines 21-22, lack clear antecedent basis. Lines 12-15 of claim 7 are 
mis-descriptive because "the extreme value point" is not sufficient to generate "an interpolation 
polynomial equation". Also in claim 7 lines 20-23 are mis-descriptive because the recited 
"repeating" does not effect the recited "judging". Finally in claim 7 the last three lines are mis- 
descriptive because the recited third step does not obtain "the approximated amplitude 
characteristic". The "wherein" phrase of claim 9 is the recitation of function without the 
recitation of the steps that are necessary to effect the function. The functions attributed to the 
fourth step in claims 10 and 1 1 are inconsistent with the function of the fourth step as recited in 
claim 7. Claims 14- 78 contain deficiencies similar to claim 1-13.
